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They Called It A Bitch In, But It Was Much More

They called it a “Bitch In” 
but many felt it was the most 
stimulating intellectual exper- 
ience on this campus in mem- 
ory. 

The Campus Committee on 
Human Bights which sponsored 
it, along with the Student Cen- 
ter Forum Committee, had asked 
for a “dialogue” on social change. 
What they got was a spontane- 
ous outpouring of soul that las- 
ted well past the appointed quit- 
ting time. 

An estimated 2,000 students 
were there at some point during 
the three-hour session on the Stu- 
dent Center patio, and the mood 
of the crowd ranged from that 
appropriate for a hootenanny to 
that found in heated conflict, and 
touched on many emotions be- 
tween. 

Heated discussions were 
waged on integration of athle- 
tics, Greek organizations, and the 
acceptance of the Negro at the 
University. 

But the spirit was free-flow- 
ing and uncontrolled, and the 
most heated point of the after- 
noon came late in the session 
when a group of BOTC students 
attacked Dr. Neil Eddington, as- 
sistant professor of anthropology, 
for his views on military science. 

Dr. Eddington was quoted in 
a story' in Tuesday’s edition of 
The Kernel advocating the with- 
drawal of academic credit from 
BOTC courses because they pre- 
sent only a “military view. 

And so it went, but always 
Bill Turner, the smooth presi- 
dent of the CCHB, sought to 
return the discussion to its 



original focus — the Negro and his 
place at UK. 

Turner said after the session 
that “the Negro student here 
learned today there were more 
people on his side than he thought 
previously. We also found out 
those who stand on the other side, 
and now we can begin working 
on them,” Turner said. 

During the session, students 
frequently walked to the micro- 
phone on the patio's east end, and 
gave what might lx* termed a 
confession of their feelings toward 
the Negro. Often comments were 
sympathetic to the Negro’s cause 
but several times heated argu- 
ments evolved. 

But that was the way Turner 
wanted it. He planned the “bitch 
in” so students could air their 
“feelings about the Negro as he 
told the audience during hisopen- 
ing remarks. 

“The things I have to say are 
not a great speech,” he said, 
“They are things I have known 
since I was big enough to know 
the color of my skin would make 
a difference. We don’t need sym- 
pathy, we want conversation. Let 
us hear what you have to say 
about us and we ll tell you what 
we have to say. 

The “bitch in” from its be- 
ginning was antagonistic. In his 
opening remarks he stopped, 
pointed to a Confederate flag 
which hung below the podium. 

“See this flag. This is crea- 
tivity,” he said. 

The flag had a brown and 
white arm clasped across it. 

“Keep the Southern tra- 
dition,” he said, “but remember 
the darkies ain’t gay. 





From his remarks the “bitch 
in seemed to catch fire. 

Bol>ert Fleishman step|>edout 
of the crowd and said, “the 
Negro is an under-achiever. Sta- 
tistically he is an under-achiever. 
It is my opinion that the Negro 
knows better than anyone else 
he is an under-achiever. 

He said the militant and non- 
militant groups are aware that 
the Negro is an under-achiever. 



“But I think the Black Power 
movement is the most signifi- 
cant,” Fleishman said. “It gives 
the Negro identity as a black 

man.” 

Dr. Eddington, who partici- 
pated in the “bitch in” at the 
CCHB s request said, “Not 
enough people uregettingrubbed 
the wrong way.” Things then 
l>egan to happen. 

One student asked, “If Negro 



students are so damn inteiested 
in helping the situation, where 
are they all. I have only counted 
10 .” 

Skip Bankins, the only Negro 
member of the track team said, 
“I have never heard the Athle- 
tic Department speak of re- 
cruiting Negroes for basketball, 
track, or baseball. The coaclies 
traveled to Michigan to see a

Eddington’s Freedom 
Violated, AAUP Says

Responding to challenges of 
his academic integrity . Dr. Neil 
Eddington Wednesday revealed 
a letter from the American As- 
sociation of University Professors’ 
local chapter stating that his 
academic freedoms had been vio- 
lated. 

He said he has taken his 
case to National AAUP head- 
quarters. 

Dr. Eddington, assistant pro- 
fessor of anthropology and mod- 
erator of Wednesday afternoon’s 
“bitch-in”, read the letter in 
reply to a student who charged 
he had been released for failing 
too many students last semes- 
ter. 

Dr. Eddington came into the 
news last November when his 
department investigated his work 
after some students had com- 
plained about how his classes 
were being conducted.

Indians Joining Anti-War Rally

NEW YORK-A contingent of South Dakota 
Sioux Indians will be among the 100,000 anti- 
war protestors exacted to gather in Central Park 
Saturday for the “Spring Mobilization to End 
the War in Vietnam.” 

The marchers will assemble in the Park's 
Sheep Meadow and proceed to the United Na- 
tions building for a rally where civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr., will be a featured speaker. 

Also addressing the mass meeting will be 
Boston University professor Howard Zinn and 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
Chairman Stokely Carmichael. 

An “End the War” rally will also be held 
Saturday in San Francisco’s Kezar Stadium. Speak- 
ers at that event include Georgia Bep. Julian 
Bond and Ramparts magazine staffer Robert 
Sclieer. 



Nationwide auti-w ar activities have been sched- 
uled for the period preceding the major marches, 
designated by the sponsors as “Vietnam Week.” 

Daily rallies are scheduled to take place on the 
steps of Berkeley’s Sproul Hall, and a mass meet- 
ing is to be held at that campus Friday. 

A series of teach-ins and a march on a plant 
producing napalm have been organized by Uni- 
versity of Chicago students. Among the other uni- 
versities to be the sites of anti-war protests are 
the University of Pennsylvania, Brookly n College, 
Roosevelt University (Chicago), Wayne State Uni- 
versity (Detroit), the University of Oklahoma, anti 
the University of California at Santa Barbara. 

A fast and silent protest march will take place 
at Connecticut College, and marches will also he 
seen at the University of New Hampshire and the 
University of Kansas. 



ton charged the tenured faculty 
weighed the issue of his teach- 
ing performance on incorrect in- 
formation. 

Further, the letter charged 
that his department’s decision 
not to renew his contract was 
weakened by an “unwise and un- 
necessary granting of an inter- 
view to a Kernel reporter last 
November. 

The letter continued that the 
tenured faculty were prejudiced 
by incorrectly taking Dr. Edding- 
ton’s appeal to tace the dean 

[of Arts and Sciences] as an 
ultimatum. 

Dr. Eddington had asked for 
a vote of confidence from his 
colleagues in extending his con- 
tract; he had planned to take 
that information before the dean 
in defense of himselt but was 
advised not to by his depart- 
ment. 

The AAUP charged part of 
the decision not to renew his 
contract on the basis ol wanting 
to see the dean was a viola- 
tion of his academic freedom. 

The letter went on to say 
certain individuals over-reacted 
to Administrative interest [outlie 
college level] in Dr. Eddington’s 
discussing the conflict with his 
classes. 

The letter Dr. Eddington read 
concluded by charging Depart- 
ment Chairman Henry Dobyns 
with violating his ethical res|*>n- 
sibilities to his colleagues by 
writing to a student in one ot 
the freshman classes about the 
Eddington case. 

Having defended his position 
with the AAUP letter, the an- 
thropology professor added that 
he has taken the case to tlie 
national AAUP 

Executive Vice President A D. 
Albright has been aware of the 
allegations tor over a month but 



has failed to move on them. Dr. 
Eddington said. 

Local AAUP findings ha\c 
been turned over to the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Tenure 
and Privilege. The committee's 
chairman. Dr. Morris Cierly, pro- 
fessor of education, responded to 
Dr. Eddington that he would 
have to submit a formal letter 
of charges and the burden of 
proof rested with him.

A station wagon owned by 
Dr. Neil Eddington was pelted 
by eggs and a rock late last night. 

Dr. Eddington said the sta- 
tion wagon, parked in the drive- 
way of his home, had eggs thrown 
all over the luggage carrier and 
that a rock had landed on top 
of the car.

Earlier in the day Dr. Edding- 
ton was involved in a heated 
discussion over academic credit 
for BO PC during the Bitch In. 

Dr. Eddington culled County 
Police after the incident but he 
said more eggs were thrown at 
his house within 15 minutes after 
his car was hit. This time his 
family was disturbed and fie 
again called the police. 

" 1 don’t know who these peo- 
ple are.” he said, "but if they 
have anything to say about me 
or my profession, I wish they 
would come to my office or talk 
to me on the phone and leave 
my family alone. "

the center of debate for about 

a half hour at the Bitch In 
Wednesday and Dr. Alvin Magid 
of political science expressed re- 
gret at student charges against 
Eddington. “If that anti-in- 
tellectual statement was an in- 
dictment against Eddington, 
many others and I would plead 
guilty with him,” he said. 

Martin Wheeler, an A fir S 
sophomore defeated for vice presi- 
dent of Student Government, also 
defended Dr. Eddington, express- 
ing deep regret at “anti-intellec- 
tual feelings,” and praised him 
for “adding so much to this 
University." 

Wheeler also said he felt the 
case would “set the University 
back 20 years." 

Dr. Dobyns was contacted 
hut had no comment about any 
of the comments in the AAUP 
letter. He said he was unaware 
of either the letter or its contents. 

Dusty Hall, the student who 
challenged Dr. Eddington about

why his contract had not been 
renewed, spoke in highly 
emotional terms about the value 
of the ROTC curricula at the 
University. 

He raised the discussion about 
ROTC after an earlier remark by 
Dr. Eddington criticizing the pro- 
gram. 

Hall defended the content of 
ROTC courses for “the benefit 
of being able to lead people into 
combat” — which someone in the 
background synonomized as 
“learning to kill.” 

He charged that it was the 
200.000 patriotic Americans dying 
in Vietnam that “allowed men 
like Dr. Eddington to sit back 
in this country and lx? protected. 

Asking how much military ex- 
perience the student has had. Dr. 
Eddington stated he had spent 
four years in the Army, 17 months 
of which W’ere in combat in the 
Korean. 

Responding to a few wise- 
cracks from the crowd. Hall, who 
often lapped into vile language, 
yelled he didn’t mind fighting 
and would meet any comers after 
the forum was over. Hall told 
Dr. Eddington he was neither 
human nor a teacher of integrity. 

Another unidentified student 
in an Air Force ROTC uniform de- 
fended the Military Science pro- 
gram, stating the first half of 
his course had been taught “on 
world politics.” “I have let my 
opinions be felt,” he said, add- 
ing he had often differed with 
the position of the Department 
of Defense.

white athlete but wouldn’t walk 
down to the University track to 
see the Negro state champion 
about a scholarship.” 

“The only way I can get any 
recognition around here is put on 
my blue and white jacket," he 
said. 

The CCHR had invited both 
basketball Coach Adolph Rupp 
and Athletic Director Bernie Shi- 
vely to attend the “bitch in” 
but neither was present. 

About an hour after the ses- 
sion was underway, a student 
who identified himself as Lynn 
Adams stepped the microphone 
and denounced the CCHR for 
criticizing Rupp for not recruit- 
ing a Negro. He said the com- 
mittee had not invited Coach 
Rupp to the “bitch in.” 

“1 spent this morning with 
Coach Rupp and his secretary 
and they said they hadn’t re- 
ceived an invitation, he said. 
"The Coach is trying to get a 
Negro on the basketball team. 
He visited Butch Beard and Wes- 
ley Unseld several times. [Both 
now play for University of Louis- 
ville.] 

Coach Rupp, contacted late 
Wednesday afternoon, said he 
had not sent the student and 
had not met him until he came 
to his office Wednesday after- 
noon and told him what he had 
said. 

Turner said the CCHR did 



After about an hour of heated 
discussion and name callingover 
why Negroes had not been re- 
cruited more extensively in 
sports, the subject switched to 
Greek organizations. 

Turner told the audience he 
had conducted a study of fra- 
ternities last week about “white 
only” clauses in their charters. 

“I contacted all fraternities 
by telephone and talked to top 
officers, he said. "1 asked them 
if I could see their charters as 
a member of CCHR. Of all the 
fraternities on campus, about 
90 percent refused to let me see 
the charters. One fraternity said 
“Hell no. We don’t want no Ne- 
gro.” 

A Negro student said, “Fra- 
ternities have lost their appeal 
here. “Why has the Interfrater- 
nity Council not let Alpha Phi 
Alpha be recognized?" [Alpha 
Phi Alpha is a Negro colony 
with seven members on campus.] 

Hobby Spalding IFC vice 
president, responded saying the 
council “would be glad to recog- 
nize Alpha Phi Alpha. I think 
Negroes should have a place. I 
think Negroes should be pledged 
to a fraternity who wants them.” 

Ellis Bullock, president of 
Alpha Phi Alpha, affirmed Spald- 
ing's remarks and said, “IFC 
has supported us. It has done 
as much as it can for us. We 
need members. We are willing 



so Negro and white students can 
look at all fraternities.” 

No mention w as made of so- 
rorities. 

Walt McGuire, a second-year 
law student, said the “bitch 
in” participants were failing to 
communicate. 

“People are too bound up in 
their own personal grijres, he 
said. "He told the Negroes par- 
ticipating they had not Ik-cii re- 
sponsible. You haven't given 
whites who would like to join 
your cause a chance. 

Martin Wheeler, a defeated 
candidate for Student Govern- 
ment vice president, asked, “How 
long can 14,000 white students 
be indifferent to the Negro? How 
long can they remain in their 
group? Just 60 Negroes, forget 
it? Let the situation go and it 
is going to blow up in your 
face. 

One student said he was in- 
terested in the Negroes’ prob- 
lems but wanted to know he 
could meet Negroes. 

A Negro suggested he walk 
up and introduce himself. 

Alvin Magid of the political 
science department said the com- 
ments of brotherhood and friend- 
ship “smack of the worst kind 
of paternalism. 



“It is not a Negro problem. 
It is a white problem," fie said. 
“What confronts the white is 
change.” 

He said the dialogue that was 
taking place would have fit in 
60 years ago. 

“It reflects that things are 
a mess,” he said. “This is a 
living, breathing footnote” of 
the problems of our times. 

About seven members of the 
UK Reserve Officer Training 
Corps broke up the dialogue 
demanding that Dr. Eddington 
comment on statements he had 
made concerning ROTC. A 
heated debate ensued. 

Turner ended the “bitch in” 
with a prayer. Fifteen minutes 
after the session, students were 
still standing around talking 
about what had happened.

McNeiv’s Review Of GuignoVs “ Good Woman ’ Criticized 



To the Editor of The Kernel: 

I would like to defend the Guig- 
nol production The Good Woman 
of Setzuan and comment upon The 
Kernel s reviewer, W. II. McNew. 

McNew attacks the Guignol ren- 
dition of the play because, in his 
judgment, it did not follow Brecht s 
intentions. First, no competent per- 
son of the theater would limit any 
play merely to what the author said 
he would like to have or to what 
he said he means (as per the “in- 
tentional fallacy’*). Shakespearean 
theaters today are known not for 
doing original Shakespeare but for 
their own versions of Shakespeare. 
This is why drama critics refer to 
“Burtons Hamlet'' and “Mr. 
Goodactor’s Othello. " 

Second, if anyone can really 
say he grasps all of Brecht’s dra- 
matic theories or, and most espe- 
cially, if anyone believes that 
Brecht really meant everything he 
said, I would like to meet that 
person. Today, artists are seldom 
consulted on “what they meant’* 
and are seldom listened to or be- 
lieved completely when they make 
statements about their own work. 

Brecht did not want his audi- 
ence to identify with his charac- 
ters but rather to remain aloof but 
it is quite telling to note that 
Brecht’s plays are so written that 
no sensitive Western audience can 
avoid identification. To say that 
the Guignol production never chal- 
lenged anyone to think, as McNew 
says, must mean one’s mind is in- 
capable of that activity for im- 
portant questions were asked, dra- 
matically and unmistakably, about 
the nature of good and evil. 

McNew goes on to charge the 
leading lady, Susan Cardwell, of 
playing “Shen Te (good woman) 
in the first half of the play and 



like Shui Te (practical man) in 
the second.” What he apparently 
does not realize is that in the 
latter part of the play, Shen Te 
is both personalities; she says exact- 
ly this in a confession to the gods. 
In fact, the set included the Orien- 
tal symbol of duality (good inter- 
locked with evil) prominately in 
this scene. This duality was there 
in the production and in Card- 
well's Shen Te — she is a woman 
with the fences of good anil evil 
at battle in her and around her. 

McNew also chose to direct 
his shotgun at the set (a “Pon- 
derosabam”). Here again he lacks 
delicacy of taste for not only did 
this flexible set, one set, mind you, 
provide seven distinct playing areas 
(not counting “down stage”) but 
it mixed Oriental and Occidental 
styles just enough so that the cast 
of non-Chinese, who could not be 
expected to copy an Oriental ac- 
cent, would evoke the settingwith- 
out accents. 

McNew speaks of an “epilogue” 
not delivered in the production. 
What epilogue he has in mind, 
I would like to know. My copy 
of the play ( Parables for the The- 
atre, by Brecht, English version 
by Eric Bentley, Grove Press, N.Y., 
1963) has no epilogue. 

Such a review as McNew wrote 
is typical of the slick, smug Eng- 
lish major who is trained to be 
hypercritical of everything he ex- 
periences.

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INU’s Student Senate 
Moves To Slop Greeks 
From Discriminating 



EVANSTON, III. - North- 
western University’s Student 
Senate has acted to halt dis- 
crimination by fraternities and 
sororities. 

After lengthy debate, the Sen- 
ate adopted a resolution insti- 
tuting procedures for investiga- 
tion of racial or religious discrim- 
ination during next fall’s msh. 

Any evidence revealing and 
substantiating rush bias will be 
submitted to the school's Counc il 
on Undergraduate Life (CUL), 
which may then act to suspend 
the rush programs of the Greek 
organizations in question or ex- 
pel the houses from the campus. 

Included in the resolution is 
a request to the Dean of Stu- 
dents that incoming freshmen be 



informed of the policy and of 
their responsibility to report any 
discriminatory practices they en- 
counter during msh. 

Evanston alderman Paul Bo- 
yer supported university adminis- 
trators who refused to take a 
stand on the open occupancy is- 
sue. Stated Mr. Boyer, “I don’t 
think their opinion has any val- 
idity. They don’t know anything 
about civil rights except what 
they’ve been taught by some lib- 
eral professor.” 

Panhellenic Council President 
Natalie Krewitsky said the resol- 
ution is “virtually unenforce- 
able.” One of the provisions of 
the document calls on Panhell- 
enic to secure promises from sor- 
ority alumni that recommenda- 



tions be written without regard 
to race or religion. 

The Senate has also passed a 
resolution calling for open occu- 
pancy legislation in Evanston, a 
suburb north of Chicago. 

University Vice President 
Franklin Krcml said that while 
Northwestern does “favor theob- 
jectivc" of open occupancy, the 
school has “concluded that the 
corporation as such is not a pro- 
per instrument for the general im- 
plementation of the community- 
wide reform.” 

The university’s position also 
won support from Prof. Curtis 
MacDougall, president of the 
Evanson Human Relations Coun- 
cil.
